Among 


the old men who will gather to pay tribute to th** “ Lost Cause” w ill 


be some, who, despite their years, would be glad at this time to m an ti 
forth to battle* once again 
but this tim e for and not against the Stars 


and Stripes, which is their flag now just as much as it is the flag of 


the “boys in blue.** 


The "Lo st Cause’* has by the passing of years and the events that 


have transpired, become in this time a "W o n Cause,” inasmuch as 


it is recognized as having been touglit out and finished and the blood 
that was shed and the memories of the heroism displayed have be­ 


come treasured heritages of all Am ericans, cementing the nation into 


one invincible whole, knowing no north and no south— only the one 


splendid republic that stands among the nations of the earth, leader 


in all that means th** upbuilding of the human rare. 


Lost causes in history have gone down to posterity with th** 


gleams of romance surrounding them just as did this, but none of 


them resulted in the fraternity among form er foes that now charac­ 


terizes th** men who fought so valiantly against each other but little 


more than half a century ago. 


The name of Lee is hut one in an illustrious company of those* 


who have fought and lost, and yet gaine d immort *1 glory there by. 


Spartacus, th** old gladiator who led the slaves of Rome in their great 


revolt, looms more imposing in history than Crascus, who at last rut 


his arm y to pieces. 
Of the vanquished heroes of a later day, Kosciusko, the Polish pa­ 


triot, ranks among lh** greatest. 
In his young manhood lo* fought 


for the colonists in th** Am erican revolution . On his return to Poland 


he became th** m ilitary leader of the patriots, and at IHibienka lichi a 


position for five days with only 4,000 nun against IS,OOO. 
Irater h** 


became dictator and commander-in-chief of the national movement, 


and fought valiantly against 
superior numbers. 
Taken prisoner at 


length, the Russian emperor soon restored him to his liberty, and lie 


died in Switzerland just a century ago this year, by the fall of his 


horse over a precipice. 


Louis Kossuth, the leader of the Hungarian revolution of ISIS , 


was another m ilitary leader who gained glory in defeat. 
W hen his 


c o u n t r y m e n revolted against the Hapsburg 
tyranny, 
Kossuth 
was 


placed at the head of th** committee of national defense. 
W ithin a 


few weeks he had flung aside the Austrians and advanced almost to 


the gates of Vienna. 
In 1849 a Hungarian republic was declared, with 


Kossuth at its head, but internal dissensions and overpowering odds 


vanquished th** brilliant leader. 
Ile fled to Turkey, and Hie sultan 


was about to turn him over to the Hapsburg vengeance, but France, 


Great B rita in and th** United States protested, and the Hungarian 


patriot found safety on board an Am erican frigate. 
It is seldom that the hero of a lost 
cause turned misfortune to 


such good account as did Gen. Louis Hot ha, who was commander- 


in-chief of th** Boer forces in the w ar with Great Britain, and later be- 


came the civil and m ilitary head of th** I 
aion of South A ll ira, ami as 
such again proved his m ilitary ability by fighting under the flag of 


his former enemy.
